‘OPINIONS VARY ON 
+ DAMAGE BY RAIN 


‘Citrus Benefited, While Grapes 
Are Both Damaged and 
Aided 











Various opinions are being ex- 
pressed by fruit and grape grow- 
lers regarding the benefits and 
damage caused by the rain 
which fell in Upland and the sur- 
Kqunding districts Tuesday 
night and Wednesday morning. 

Opinion is practically unani- 
‘mous that the rain, which tell 
three weeks earlier than the first 
'rain last year which came on 
October 11, will be of general 
ibenefit to citrus, both the fruit 
land the trees. The grape situa- 
tion, however, is different. 

The unseasonably hot, dry 
wind, which blew Monday and 
Tuesday did some damage in the 
vineyards, shriveling the grapes 
{to some extent and it is the 
lopinion of some growers, includ- 
ing officials of the Italian Vine- 
yard Co., that the rain follow- 
jing so closely the excessive heat 
jpectal considerable damage, es- 


pecially to the Zinfandels and 
| Muscats. 
On the other hand, H. H. 


Thomas of Cucamonga, promi- 
nent grape grower and chairma. 
of the advisory board of the 
sixteenth district of the Calif- 
ornia Vineyardists’ Association. 
confidently expreses the opinion 
that the rain will prove a bene- 
‘fit to many varieties of grapes 
including the Missions, Alicantes, 
Mataros and  Grenaches. He 
also believes the damage that 
may have been done to the Zin- 
fandels and Muscats will not be 
as serious as has been feared. 
Mr. Thomas, however, admitted 
ithigs morning that the low fogs 
that have followed the rain may 
‘increase the damage to grapes, 
and that a few full days of sun- 
|shine are needed. 
i he official rain gauge showed 
a rainfall of .48, this approxl- 
mate half an inch being about 
equal to the rainfall at various 
‘places from far out on the desert 
to the coast, with heavy rdins 
in the mountains.
